This report has been drafted taking into account the 
amended claims submitted by the applicant, and the 
following documents cited in the search report:

The prior art closest to the invention according to 
claim 1 is the semi-automatic weapon known from Dl, 
comprising a barrel part, a barrel extension inside which 
are situated cocking, trigger and firing mechanisms, and 
also a chamber for cartridges and a butt. 

The weapon according to claim 1 differs from the 
weapon known from Dl in that the cocking mechanism 
comprises a mobile element that travels inside the barrel 
extension and is used for cocking the hammer with the aid 
of an arming spring. The shape and dimensions of the 
mobile element and the rigidity and operating motion of 
the arming spring ensure several hammer cock cycles during 
one operating motion of the arming spring. The mobile 
element is able to stop after every hammer cock cycle. 

The distinguishing features of claim 1 solve the 
problem of providing a multifunctional weapon by using 
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different types of cartridge, eliminating jamming of the 
cocking, trigger and firing mechanisms, and making 
maintenance more convenient. 

None of the documents D2-D5 solves the stated 
problem nor discloses said distinguishing features, which 
are not obvious. 

Therefore, claim 1 and its dependent claims 2-16 
meet the requirements of novelty and inventive step. 

The prior art closest to the invention according to 
claim 17 is the semi-automatic weapon known from Dl (page 
3, line 11 - page 7, line 35, figures 1-5), all the 
features in the characterising portion of amended claim 17 
being present therein. 

The weapon according to claim 17 differs from the 
weapon known from Dl in that: 

(a) the barrel part comprises two vertically 
arranged barrels, 

(b) the cartridge chamber is made comprising two 
rows of setting openings arranged one above the other, 

(c) the cartridge chamber is spring-lpaded along the 
axis of the guides. 

Some of the above-mentioned distinguishing features, 
namely features (a) -(b), are known from D2 (page 1, line 
26 - page 2, line 95, figures 1-2) . However, none of the 
documents D2-D5 discloses features according to (c) , that 
are intended, in combination with known features, to 
achieve the result described in the above analysis of 
claim 1, and that do not follow obviously from the prior 
art, i.e. are not obvious. Therefore claim 17 and its 
dependent claims 18-24 meet the requirements of novelty 
and inventive step. 

All the claims meet the requirement of industrial 
applicability. 
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
